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WARREN GOULD APPOINTED 

VICE PRESIDENT AT GWU 

The appointment of Warren Gould as vice president for resources 
at The George Washington University was announced today by President 
Lloyd H. Elliott following a meeting of the GWU Board of Trustees. 

Mr. Gould, who has served as assistant vice president for the 
past two years, assumes the new post on July 1. He will be respon¬ 
sible for the university's programs in alumni relations, public 
relations, and fund raising. 

A native of St. Joseph, Mo., Mr. Gould received his bachelor's 
and master's degrees from George Washington in 1951 and 1955. He 
served as managing editor of the Washington Board of Trade News 
from 1951 to 1954 when he was appointed director of alumni relations 
at George Washington, a position he held until 1957. 

He then became associate director of development at Lehigh 
University in Bethlehem, Pa. He was named director of development 
at Lehigh in 1960. 
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Since returning to George Washington in 1964, Mr, Gould has 
directed the university's expanded annual giving program. During 
this period, annual gifts from alumni and friends have increased

Dr. Dowling was elected to a three-year term as an alumni 
trustee, having been recommended for election by the university's 
General Alumni Association. James Otis Wright was re-elected as 
an alumni trustee. 

Mr. Caplin, commissioner of the IRS from 1961-64, is a partner 
in the Washington law firm of Caplin, Battle and Harris. He received 
his bachelor's degree from the University of Virginia in 1937 and 
law degrees from New York University in 1940 and 1953. -more- 
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From 1941 to 1950 he practiced law in New York except for 
service with the U. S. Navy during World War II. He was a professor 
of law at the University of Virginia from 1950 until his appointment 
by President Kennedy to the Treasury Department position in 1961. 

Mr. Caplin is a director of the Airlie Foundation, a director 
and chairman of the executive committee of Prentice-Hall, Inc., a 
director of Variable Annuity Life Insurance Co., Peoples Drug 
Stores, Inc., and the Standard Prudential Corp.

TO BE HONORED BY VA 


Dr. Brian Blades, who is resigning after more than 20 years as a national consultant 
in thoracic surgery to the Veterans Administration, will receive the VA's highest award at 
a ceremony Tuesday morning, June 14. 

Dr. Blades, Chairman of the Department of Surgery at The George Washington 
University School of Medicine, will receive a certificate of commendation from Chief 
Medical Director H. Martin Engle, in the conference room of the new Veterans Administration 
Hospital at 50 Irving St., N. W. The 9 a.m. ceremony will be held in the presence of the 
VA Board of Surgical Consultants, of which Dr. Blades has been a member many years. 

A noted thoracic surgeon. Dr. Blades was a member of the original committee 
advising the Veterans Administration in surgery. He initiated and has developed national, 
regional and local programs and personnel in the field of surgery for VA, and has served 
on numerous advisory groups for programs in the 165 VA hospitals. 

The commendation for Dr. Blades cites his knowledge and skill as a surgeon and 
proficiency as teacher and practitioner, enabling him to "play a distinguished role as a 
consultant in thoracic surgery and advisor to the Administrator of Veterans Affairs and 
the Chief Medical Director with respect to methods and programs to insure the best 
possible medical care and treatment of veterans. "

DR. ROY HERTZ NAMED 

TO GW MEDICAL FACULTY 


The George Washington University School of Medicine 
has appointed Dr. Roy Hertz, Professor of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology effective July 1. 

He comes to the Washington, D. C. medical school 
from the National Institutes of Health, where he was 
previously Chief of the Endocrinology Branch, National 
Cancer Institute, and later served as Scientific Director 
of the National Institute of Child Health and Human 
Development. 

Dr. Hertz is widely known for his research in the 
field of human reproduction, particularly in relation to 
certain complications of pregnancy. In his new post he 
will conduct both clinical and experimental research on 
problems of sterility, fertility control, menstrual dis¬ 
orders, adolescence, the menopause, and on complications 
arising during pregnacy. He will conduct his investigations 
in GW Hospital's new Meyer Pavilion. -more- 
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Notable among his research was Dr. Hertz's development 
of the first chemical cure of tumors which arise in pregnacy 
from what would normally become the after-birth or placenta. 
This type of tumor, called choriocarcinoma, was previously 
fatal in almost all cases. Although all women with this 

i 

disease were subjected to removal of the Uterus in past 
years, only a few were relieved of their disease by this 
operation. Due to Dr. Hertz's work in collaboration with 
his colleagues at the National Cancer Institute, it is now 
possible to cute nine of ten of these women by drugs alone, 
if treatment is begun very early. In this way the patient' 
fertility is preserved and they can continue to have normal 
babies. 

Although the disease is quite rare in this country, 
it is much more prevalent in the Orient and in Africa as 
well as in the Philippine Islands. The application of 
Dr. Hertz's treatment in these areas has proven very 
valuable. 

In addition, the new GW faculty member, in collabora¬ 
tion with Dr. William W. Tullner, developed the first 
orally active pregnacy hormore for the treatment of 
menstrual disorders and related gynecological problems. 

Dr. Hertz has received numerous prizes and awards 
for his research accomplishments.

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These include the American Association for Advancement 
of Science Award for Cancer Research, the Distinguished 
Service Medal of the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Honorary Fellowship in the American Association 
of Obstetricians ahd Gynecologists, Direct Fellowship in 
the American College of Physicians, and the Wortham Award 
for Cancer Research. Dr. Hertz has served as Vice President 
of the Endocrine Society, as Member of the Research Advisory 
Council of the American Cancer Society and on the Editorial 
Boards of numerous scientific journals. 

Dr. Hertz lives with his wife and family at 4612 So. 
Chelsea Lane, Bethesda, Maryland.

GIJU APPOINTS 36 NEW FACULTY 

FOR 1966-67 ACADEMIC YEAR 

Thirty-six new members have been named to The George 
Washington University faculty for the 1966-67 academic year. 
Included in the appointments are; seven professors, one visiting 
professor, nine associate professors, 14 assistant professors, 
and five instructors. 

The seven professors are; Julian C. Eisenstein, professor 
of physics; Andrew Gyorgy, professor of international affairs; 

Roy Hertz, professor of obstetrics and gynecology (human develop¬ 
ment); John W. Kendrick, professor of economics; Norman Miller, 
professor of sociology; Mario Rodriguez, professor of Latin 
American history; and Edwin Timbers, professor of public adminis¬ 
tration. 

Dr. Eisenstein comes to GW from The National Bureau of 
Standards where he has been a physicist since 1957. He received 
his Bachelor of Science, (summa cum laude), and Master of Arts 
degrees in mathematics from Harvard as well as his Ph.D. in 
1948 in physics. He is the author or co-author of some 38 




papers dealing with physics. 
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Dr. Gyorgy, a specialist in government and politics of the 

Soviet Union and Eastern Europe, will be a member of the Institute 
of Sino-Soviet Studies at the university. He received his Bachelor 
or Arts and Juris Doctor degrees from the University of Budapest 
Law School, and his Master of Arts and Ph.D. degrees in political 
science from the University of California and U.C.L.A. Prior to 
his new appointment, he was a professor of government at Boston 
University. 

Dr. Hertz comes to tne medical school faculty from the 
National Institutes of Health, where he was previously Chief of 
the Endocrinology Branch, National Cancer Institute, and later 
the Scientific Director of the National Institute of Child Health 
and Human Development. 

He is widely known for his research in the field of human 
reproduction, particularly in relation to certain complications 
of pregnancy. 

Notable among his research was Dr. Hertz's development of 
the first chemical cure for tumors which arise in pregnancy. 

This type of tumor, called choriocarcinoma, was previously fatal 
in almost all cases, but it is now possible to cure nine of 10 
suffers by drugs alone, if treatment is begun very early. 

He has received numerous prizes and awards for his research 
accomplishments. He holds degrees from the University of Wisconsin, 
and Johns Hopkins University.

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Kendrick, an expert in the field of business economics 
and productivity, is rejoining the university faculty, having 
served previously at GWU as a professor of economics from 1956-65. 

He is an alumnus of GW having received his Ph.D. here in 
1255. He holds Bachelor and Master of Arts degrees from the 
University of North Carolina. 

His government service includes work as an economist with 
the National Resources Planning Board from 1941-43, and as a 
business economist in the Office of Business Economics, U. S. 
Department of Commerce from 1946-53. He also served as senior 
Research Staff Member with the National Bureau of Economics 
Research in New York City from 1953-56. 

Dr. Miller comes to GW from the University of Chicago 
where he has been an associate professor in the Department of 
Sociology since 19C2. He received his A.B. from Pennsylvania 
State College and his Ph.D. from Columbia University. He acted 
as Senior Study Director at the National Opinion Research Center 
(University of Chicago)from 1962-55, and has worked in conjunction 
with many other research projects in sociology. He is the author 
of numerous papers and articles on problems in community relations, 
and most recently on college graduate career planning. 

The author of two well-known books on Central American 
history, 12 articles and some 32 book reviews. Dr. Rodriguez 

will join the faculty as a professor in the Latin American

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NATIONAL GALLERY OF ART 

AND GWU COOPERATING IN 

RESEARCH PROJECT 

The National Gallery of Art and The George Washington 
University are cooperating in a new research project, "The Museum 
and the Art Teacher", designed to improve the teaching of art in 
American secondary schools. 

The program begins July 5 and runs through August 12. It is 
linuted to 40 participants who have been selected from some 300 
applicants. They will come from 26 states, the District of 
Columbia, and from as far away as Hawaii. Lectures and seminars 
will be held at the National Gallery of Art. The program is 
supported by the Bureau of Research of the U. S. Office of Education. 

Program aims are to instruct the participating teachers in 
the history of art and the best methods of presenting it to their 
classes; and to strengthen art teaching by supplementing the current 
predominant studio orientation of art instruction with a deeper 
understanding of the history of art as a cultural expression. 
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At the conclusion of the program* teachers will write individual 
reports to be coordinated by Jerome Hausman into a summary evalua¬ 
tive report for the U. S. Office of Education. 

The following four classes will be offered: 

1. A lecture course contrasting the different styles in 
Western art and emphasizing the changes in the theory of art from 
the Middle Ages to the present day. 

2. A seminar on the preparation of audio-visual material, 
including experimentation with photographic procedures and recording 
techniques; and the preparation of exhibitions and display techniques. 

3. A seminar in painting techniques, including the recon¬ 
struction of the methods of the old masters and the moderns by 
each participant so that the limitations and possibilities of 
different technical processes will be completely understood. 

4. Preparation and analysis of tours in art museums. 

The extensive resources of the Washington area will be used in 
the program. 

To be eligible for the program, teachers had to have a 
bachelor's degree; a minimum of 2 years' teaching experience in 
Grades 7 through 12; and a recommendation from his or her principal, 
headmaster, or supervisor. Upon successful completion of the 
program, participants will receive six semester hours of graduate 
credit from The George Washington University's School of Education.
